Sessions, he championed lepisla- 
tion to make landowners of ten- 

ant farmers, 

Senator Lister Hill, one of the 
more conspicuous young members, 
became Senate manager of the 
South's fight for reduced railroad 
freight rates, As finally passed, 
the railroad bill contained a direc- 
tion to the ICC to investigate in- 
terterritorial charges on manufac- 
tured articles and to eliminate any 
differentials that were unlawful or 
unjust, 

As in the House, where he sery- 
ed for years, Hill interested him- 
self in military affairs and never 
missed a chance to get in a good 
word for the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority. As a member of the 
commerce subcommittee on rivers 
and harbors, he advocated the 
$66,000,000 ‘Tennessee - Tombigbee 
canal and other waterway im- 
provements. 

Representative Henry B. Stea- 
gall, chairman of the important 
banking and currency committee, 
was a key figure in many of the 


those over lending and housing. 
He introduced both of these meas- 
ures and many others of national 
consequence, including the REC 
and Commodity Credit Extensions, 
and steered legislation to imple- 
ment the barter of American cot- 
ton for British rubber, 

Representative Sam Hobbs is the 
Alabama authority in Congress on 
legal and constitutional questions, 
As a member of the judiciary com- 
mittee, he has been active on a 
variety of legislation, frequently 
taking part in House debate. ‘Too, 
he became the leader of a South- 
crn movement looking to a stabili- 
zation of the cotton seed market. 

AS &@ member of the Dies com- 
mittee on un-American activities, 
Representative Starnes has figured 
prominently in the news for the 
last yea. He was the author of 
legislation to restrict immigra- 
tion. He led an ill-fated drive to 
continue the life of the Public 
Works Administration, which he 
insisted had a program more feas- 
ible than that proposed by the 
lending’ bill, 

Representative Frank W. Boy- 
kin undertook to “sell” his home 
city of Mobile to House colleagues 
and to prospecting Northern in- 
dustry. To him, the session's 
brightest spot was a War Depart- 
ment decision to build an $8,000,000 
air depot a mile south of the Ala- 
bama port city. As in previous 
sessions, he denounced the wage- 
hour law. 

Representative Pete Jarman has 
served as chairman of two House 
committees during his first two 
terms as a congressman. In the 
75th Congress he headed the mem- 
orials committee. This year, he 
became chairman of the printing 
committee, and thus got one of 
the Capitol’s spacious office suites, 
A major portion of his time this 
Session Was consumed by the For- 
eign Affairs Committee. 

The TVA, which ran into con- 
gressional trouble on its purchases 
of privately owned utilities, was 
the session's No. 1 worry of Rep- 
resentative John Sparkman. He 
led a floor fight for the TVA’s 
program, With other friends of 
the development, he succeeded in 
getting the controversy settled in 
such a way that TVA was able 
to proceed with its bond plan. He 
also was active on other doings 
of the military committee, of 
which he is a member, 

Representative Luther Patrick, 
an ardent New Dealer, delighted in 
heckling the Republican member- 
ship for what he termed a do-noth- 
ing philosophy. In spare mo- 
ments, he writes poetry on the 
lighter side of politics. A mem- 
ber of the Interstate Commerce 
Committee, he participated fre- 
quently in the debate on railroad 
and freight rate legislation. 

The delegation’s only freshman 
member, Representative George M, 
Grant, of Troy, cut out a heavy 
schedule for himself by getting 
membership on five House commit- 
tees—Civil Service, elections, im- 
migration and naturalization, roads

of cotton, Over in Coffee County 
this is not a dream but a reality. 

The Cotton house, located about 
two and a half miles from Elba, 
has just been completed by the 
Farm Security Administration and 
is giving promise of a new use 
for surplus cotton. 

Construction of the house is an 
experiment by the United States 
Department of Agriculture that 
farmers may be able to “grow” 
their own homes if the experiment 
proves satisfactory. 

The Coffee County house utilizes 
cotton for roofing and exterior 
walls. Cotton duck, approximately 
24 ounces weight to the square 
yard, or a No, 7 quality, is stretch- 
ed over five-sixteenths inch ply 
board or other smooth backing, 
and is adhered by a special com- 
pound composed of latex rubber 
and casein, 

Copper or galvanized nails, spac- 
ed six inches apart and closer, aid 
in perfecting the bond between 
the cotton duck and the ply board. 

The roof is covered in the same 
way and is painted to harmonize 
with the other exterior finish. The 
side walls are covered with a mix- 
ture of white lead and linseed oil 
and with this treatment every 
four or five years, J, R. Oggs, res- 
ident engineer for the FSA in 
Coffee, said the house could with- 
stand normal weather for half a 
century or more, 

Cost of the five-room house, 
having about 650 square feet of 
floor space, is about $1,350 includ- 
ing modern plumbing fixtures and 
electrical wiring, Mr. Oggs said. 

This will cost practically the 
same as one of wood construction, 
the engineer pointed out. He add- 
ed that with mass production this 
cost could be cut approximately 
20 per cent, 

The treated cotton duck on the 
outside walls and roof is air-tight 
and water-tight and forms a per- 
fect insulation—making the house 
cooler in summer and warmer in 
winter, 

The resident engineer told how 
cotton duck had been used on bat- 
tleship decks for many years and 
a special treatment now impreg- 
nates the texture, making it ca- 
pable of withstanding severe ex- 
terior exposures, 

Tests indicate it is weatherproof 
and sufficiently resistant to fire 
to be accorded a favorable rating 
by the Bureau of Fire Under- 
writers,

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DEPECTIVE TIRES 


The Pennsylvania state legisla- 
ture has just enacted a law which, 
signed by Governor James, will 
become effective on September 1, 
providing severe penalties for any- 
one who operates a car on the 
highways, with defective tires. 
This new law provides that “it 
shall be unlawful for any person 
te operate a vehicle on the high- 
ways with tires showing breaker 
strip, cushion gum or fabric,” 
When a state highway trooper, or 
other police officer, notifies a mo- 
torist that his tives are defective 
the driver will have 48 hours to 
replace the faulty tires with good 
ones, If he fails to do so the law 
provides a fine of $10 and costs, 
or five days in jail.—Alabama 
Journal 


ROAD DEATHS EXCEED 
THOSE IN AIR, 90 TO 1 

Surface motor travel was nearly 
96 times as deadly in Alabama 
last year as air travel, according 
to accident mortality figures made 
public last week by the State De- 
partment of Health, showing that 
automobile accidents were respon- 
sible for 628 deaths in 1938, as 
compared with only seven attrib- 
uted to airplane accidents. 

Collision between automobiles 
and railroad trains, presumably at 
grade crossings, resulted in 382 
deaths, one person was killed in 
a collision between an automobile 
and a street car, and 595 deaths 
were attributed to automobile ac- 
cidents not involving either trains 
or street cars. 

All of the airplane accident 
deaths were of white persons, while 
422 of those killed in automobile 
accidents were white and 206 col- 
ored, 4 
Ten victims of automobile acci- 
dents were burned to death, four 
were drowned, five were fatally cut 
by glass and other sharp sub- 
stances, 41 fell or were hurled to 
their deaths, and 157 died as a re- 
sult of being crushed in collisions 
and other types of automobile ac- 
cidents, Carbon monoxide poison- 
ing and suffocation were respon- 
sible for one death each, The oth- 
er 409 deaths were attributed to 
other types of injury resulting 
from automobile accidents. 


COTTON GROUPS GET 
FREE OLASSING DONE 


AUBURN, Ala.—J, C. Lowery, 
agronomist of the State Extension 
Service, said this week that 26 
one-variety cotton communities 
had applied for the free classing 


services of the U. S. Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics. Nearly 
‘100 others have indicated their 


desire for the service which allows 
growers belonging to one-variety 
associations to get free classing 
service on their crops. 

Lowery has urged county agents 
and growers to make applications 
as soon as possible if they wish to 
obtain this service, County agents 
will assist association officers in 
making the application, Georgia 
and Texas are two States in which 
this service is being widely used, 
according to Lowery.

STACK POLES—This is about 
the right time of the year for me 
to carry my usual article about 
the cutting of stack poles, I have 
been currying articles on the sub- 
ject for several years and I'm glad 
to notice that quite a large num- 
ber of farmers haye accepted my 
idea about the matter which, I 
think, is helping to conserve our 
pine timber, MU only one farmer 
is convinced by these articles my 
efforts will not be in vain, The 
cutting of stack poles takes place 
about the middle of August or 
pretty soon thereafter, I have al- 
ready seen a few piles of poles 
which causes me to know that this 
work has already begun, The writ- 
er thinks that it is very important 
that we be careful about this 
work, We should deliberate over 
the subject and should be slow in 
reaching our conclusion, After 
we reach an intelligent conclusion 
we should make ourselves carry it 
out, The first thing to is decide 
as to whether or not we are to 
use pine poles or something’ else. 
Any kind of a pole will do and we 
ail know that it is a waste to cut 
young pines or poplars as they 
will be valuable in the near future, 
The other poles will not be of much 
value and the writer does not 
know of the first reason why they 
will not do just as well as pine. 
If you make up your mind that 
you are not going to use pine poles 
you have done half the job. ‘The 


next job is that of deciding just 


where you are going to get your 
poles. I would suggest that you 
go to the branches as the poles 
are longer and straighter as well 
as more plentiful. If you have a 
plot of ground which you expect 


to clear in the near future you 
should cut your poles from that 
spot. If you must go to the 


branch I would suggest that you 
leave enough trees for timber pur- 
poses. If you will cut two trees 
and leave one you will have a lot 
of timber in a few years, The 
timber will be better if’ you do not 
do any cutting at all but of course 
we must have stack poles. . Please 
keep in mind that only a few trees 
ave of much value for lumber and 
we should not cut these trees for 
stack poles. The pine comes first 
and it will probably always be our 
best tree. The poplar is about 
next with the ash and swamp oak 
coming next. A ridge oak is not 
very valuable for lumber but a 
swamp oak is fine if it has any 
length. Every good farmer should 
see to it that his crowd does not 
waste timber when they go out 
after stack poles, I have known 
one-horse farmers who would de- 
stroy enough young pines in one 


Summer cutting stack poles, if 
those pines were preserved, to 
grow enough timber to build a 


nice home. Unless a pine tree is 
about five or ten years of age it 
will not do for a stack pole, In 
about five or ten years more it 
will make good lumber if you will 
only leave it to grow, We must 
learn to protect our young pines 
if our children and our grandchil- 
dren are to have lumber with 
which to build homes, Nature sup- 
plied this section with good tim- 
ber and we have all enjoyed its 
use, ‘The next generation will 
have as much timber as we save 
for them. I believe we should be 
as good to the next generation as 
nature was to us, I think we 
should preserve our timber to the 
fullest extent and unless we do we 
are not doing our duty to the next 
generation. I hope that every 
farmer who reads this article will 
see to it that not one young pine 
is destroyed on his farm for a 
stack pole. 
* * * 4 »* 

SAVING STACK POLES — The 
writer regrets to notice that some 
farmers cut up and use their stack 
poles each winter, Some farmers 
leave them in the fields to rot 
while others haul them out to the 
edge of the woods where they are 


thrown off the wagon. They stay 
there until the woods are burned 


off in the spring and the poles go 
with all the other things when the 
woods are burned off. A _ good 
farmer cuts his stack poles, hauls 
them out to a good shade, skins 
the bark off and permits them to 
dry before he is ready to use them. 
By the time his peanuts are ready 
to stack his poles are dry as well 
as strong. He nails his boards on 
them after they have been placed 
in holes and he keeps one fact in 
mind and that fact is that he ex- 
pects to use the same pole a num- 
ber of times. When his peanuts 
are picked he hauls his poles up 
and places them so as to protect 
them from the weather as much 
as possible. I know of one man 
who takes off one board and then 
stacks his poles under a shelter, 
The same poles will last this man 
ten years as they are not in the 
weather more than about four 
weeks each year. You can take 
off one board without much labor 
and you can put it back next year 
when you are ready to use it. It 
seems to me that it would be a 


good idea to take your stack poles 
up and put them under a shelter 
as soon as possible and then give 
them a good soaking of used car 
oil before you put them back into 
the ground, If you will soak the 


bottom end so as to protect the 
pole that is in the ground and 
about one foot of the pole above 
the ground it will last a long time, 
I believe that a common oak pole 
will last you ten years if you will 
skin it, soak the bottom in oil and 
keep it under a shelter while you 
are not using it, It will pay us 
well to do this work besides say- 


ing the timber, 
* 4 * * * 
WORMS IN TIMBER — If you 


had all the pine timber you need 
and if the next generation did not 
need any of your timber it would 
still be bad judgment for you to 
cut your pine poles, If you cut 
pine timber during any of the 
summer months you run the risk 
of getting worms in your timber 
which might destroy a lot of your 
big timber, I have known one 
tree to be struck by lightning and 
the worms would not only get into 
that tree but they would destroy 
dozens of other trees around that 
one, You might cut one stack 
} ole and the worms would go from 
that dead top and destroy a dozen 
other good trees, You cannot af- 
ford to cut or permit some one 
else to cut your pine trees during 
the summer, Let’s all start now 
and save every pine tree we can. 
* * * * * 

COTTON SEED—We shall soon 
be selling our first bale of cotton 
and our first lot of cotton seed 
trom that cotton, I realize that 
we generally sell the seed to get 
money with which to pay for the 
picking, That is all right if we 
cannot do better, But the average 


farmer today does not grow 
enough cotton but that his own 


family can do the picking and for 


this reason he does not need to 
pay for picking. Of course the 
ginning must be paid but your 


cotton is liable for that so you 
will not be forced to sell your cot- 
ton seed. Cottonseed meal is a 
fine feed for all livestock and the 
writer doubts the wisdom of sell- 
ing the first pound of cotton seed. 
It is all right to swap your seed 
for meal but we should not sell 
them. When we sell the seed we 
use the money for everything in- 
stead of for strictly farm purpos- 
es. When we get the meal we use 
it to feed with and we generally 
get the desired results. Every 
farmer should have as much as 
sacks of cottonseed meal for 
his home use and unless you have 
that amount you do not have 
enough. If you operate several) 
plows you should have meal ac- 
cording to the size of your farm. 
I would suggest that you have as 
much as 50 sacks to the plow or 
to the family on your farm, An 
abundance of cottonseed meal 
means plenty of feed for chickens, 
cows, mules, hogs and folks, It 
also means an abundance of good 
fertilizer if you will save it. Plen- 
ty of good fertilizer means good 
gardens and patches and plenty of 
good gardens and patches meana 
a lot to eat and a lot to can for 
fall use. It just means prosperity 
ir we will only do our part. So 
please do not be hasty in selling 
your cotton seed this fall. 
r * * * *

BEVERAGE ALCOHOL AND 
THE COMMUNITY 


LESSON TEXT—Joe! 
$:1-5, 17, 25-28, 
GOLDEN TEXT—Woe unto him that 
Pyste his neighbor drink,—Habakkuk 
115, 


1:5-7; Dantel 


"None of us liveth to himself’ 
(Rom, 14:7), 

What concerns the individual con- 
cerns the community, for the com- 
munity is made up of individuals, 
The man who uses alcohol has no 
right to claim that it is a personal 
matter, for alcohol is a polsonous 
drug which not only injures the in- 
dividual, but makes him a danger 
and a liability to his community. 
Before going into our lesson let us 
look at only a few of the many facts 
available. 

In the five years since repeal, 
it is estimated that $30,000,000,000 
has been spent for intoxicants with 
a profit to the industry of $13,250,- 
000,000. But what has it cost the 
people? 

Tn 19387, an entire city the size 
of Detroit was maimed and injured, 
and an entire city the size of Omaha 
was permanently injured, by the 
automobile, Sixty per cent of auto 
fatalities are due to alcohol’ (Chief 
Justice of Municipal Court, Evans- 
ton, Ill.). 

“Rape has increased 13 per cent 
and the more atrocious forms 40 
per cent in the last eight months’ 
(Police Commissioner, Boston, 
Mass,). 

“Criminals are for the return of 
liquor, wet propaganda to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, and with the 
coming of repeal will come the 
greatest era of wholesale crime this 
country has ever known. The crim- 
{nal world is tensely expectant and 
is prepared to launch immediate- 
ly into its millennium of crime, The 
return of the saloon Inevitably will 
bring open prostitution and gam- 
bling’’ (Statement by a criminal in 
prison before repeal became effec- 
tive). 

“America is on the worst gam- 
bling spree in its history. A gross 
population, not including all rural 
districts, of 80,000,000 persons is 
dallying with $6,000,000,000 in win- 
nings and losings, of which all but 
about $1,000,000,000 passes through 
the hands of the underworld, where 
much of it remains’’ (Courtney R. 
Cooper). 

The American Business Men's 
foundation, Chicago, reports that 
liquor was responsible for the rejec- 
tion of more than 93,000 applications 
for insurance last year, and that 
as a result widows and orphans will 
ultimately be deprived of over 
$200,000,000 of insurance, making 
some of them public charges. 

Three words which are altogether 
appropriate for the liquor problem 
will serve to surmmarize our lesson, 

I. Devastation (Joel 1:5-7). 

Drunkards are called on to awake 
from their stupor and weep and the 
drinkers of wine (note that!) to wail 
over the loss of their drink because 
of the devastation wrought by the 
locusts. This plague had come be- 
cause of the sins of the people, and 
may well serve to exemplify the 
devastation which will follow the 
use of alcohol as a beverage. The 
nations of our day need not think 
that they will escape if they con- 
tinue on their present road of reck- 
less indulgence. 

II, Debauchery (Dan. 5:1-4), 

The familiar story of Belshazzar's 
feast should be made to live again 
as we point out that we here “have 
vividly manifested three of the 
great characteristics of the day in 
which we live—a coming together of 
great multitudes for a riotous night 
of drinking, which must of course 
end for many in disgusting drunk- 
enness; provision for acts of dark- 
est sensuality in the fact that all 
the wives and concubines were 
invited to this feast. . . and a con- 
temptuous, deliberate insulting of 
the name of God’’ (Dr. Wilbur M. 
Smith). 

Ill. Death (vy. 5, 17, 25-28). 

Dramatically swift was God's 
judgment upon Belshazzar’s pre- 
sumptuous sin. Magnificently bold 
and direct was the condemnation by 
Daniel, the prophet of God. Re. 
lentless was the immediate judg: 
ment of physical death (see v, 30), 
and equally sure is the ultimate 
judgment when the drunken king 
stands before his Maker to answer 
for the deeds done in the flesh. 

The fact that God does not write 
in our day in flaming letters on the 
saloon wall before the bleary eyes 
of the drinker does not mean thai 
His judgment is any less certain, 
nor does it make it less dreadful.

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OATS WILL FILL 
THE FRED BUDGET 


AUBURN, Ala,—A. limited cot- 
ton acreage and a low price make 
it imperative for farmers to pro- 
duce feed and food crops at home, 
Feed for livestock must be pro- 
duced economically, The dry sum- 
mer and uneven distribution of 
rainfall make the production of 
corn and other summer feed crops 
too uncertain for providing ample 
feed every month each year, 

Oats is one of the best crops 
for Alabama farmers to grow to 
help insure that the farm will 
have plenty of grain, Oats occupy 
the land during the winter months, 
thereby protecting the land to a 
certain extent against winter 
rains, provide some grazing, in ad- 
dition to producing grain, 

By observing a few precautions, 
most farmers can produce oats, 
In the first place, oats should be 
planted early,—that is, from Sep- 
tember 1 to October 15, Most 
failures with fall sown oats are 
due to waiting until after October 
15 to sow them. Second, oats 
should be treated for smut. ‘This 
is a simple and inexpensive pro- 
cess, Third, oats should be top- 
dressed the latter part of Febru- 
ary or first of March with nitro- 
gen, such as 100 to 200 pounds of 
nitrate of soda or the equivalent, 

The oat crop may be grazed up 
until time to apply the nitrogen, 
provided it is not grazed too 
heavily. 

Many farmers follow a rule of 
planting one sack of oats for each 
head of workstock, and this is not 
& bad plan, for farmers who fol- 
low it are never forced to buy feed 
to finish their crops. 

Oats may be harvested with or- 
dinary mowing machines, or with 
combines, where available, Where 
neither of these is available, a 
small acreage could be harvested 
with the old-fashioned cradle, This, 
of course, involves labor but it 
will prevent feed bills.

“There's a crowd gathering 
downtown (in West Palm Beach) 
and they want to kill this fellow,” 
County Solicitor W. EH. Roebuck 
explained, 

Jefferson moodily denied any in- 
tention to harm the Miami school- 
girls, and indicated his willingness 
to plead guilty to any charges, 
adding: 

“What have I to live for? 
sooner it comes the better,” 

Lieutenant Melchen said he re- 
constructed this story of events 
from Jefferson's oral confession, 
Miss Bolton's account and other 
evidence: 

Jefferson came to Miami a week 
ago, became acquainted with Miss 
Bolton, winner of a radio ama- 
teur contest, and Miss Dunn, a 
leader in high school theatricals, 

He persuaded them to accom- 
pany him to Palm Beach to have 
pictures taken as the first step in 
& campaign to “build them up” 
for stardom. 

Driving north to Boca Raton, 
he turned off on a lonely road 
leading into a swampy, wooded 
section where the car bogged 
down. He drew a pistol, warned 
the girls to make no outery and 
bound their hands with adhesive 
tape. At that time it was his plan 
to try to collect ransom, 

Nervous and subject to heart 
trouble, Miss Dunn screamed and 
the captor struck her on the head 
with his pistol, knocked her un- 
conscious, dragged her into a 
thicket and assaulted her. 

Miss Dunn recovered conscious- 
ness and began to weep and moan. 
Jefferson went to her again. When 
he returned to Miss Bolton some 
time later there were no further 
sounds from the injured girl. 

Tuesday he and Miss Bolton re- 
mained in the car. That night 
Jefferson, warning the girl to re- 
main quiet, went away and came 
back with milk and crackers. 

He had registered at a Boca 
Raton hotel as T. J, Whitney of 
New York and ordered Miss Bolton 
to accompany him there, They 
entered a rear door and left yes- 
terday, He said he did not attack 
her, a statement substantiated by 
the girl at her home, 

Meantime, the blonde singer was 
not aware her chum was dead, 
Jefferson having said he had sent 
the other girl “away on a boat.” 

Early today Jefferson told Miss 
Bolton to call her family and get 
some one to drive alone to Boca 
Raton, He told the girl he planned 
to steal the car and continue to 
California. She pretended to agree 
to his plan, in order to talk with 
her family. 

She called an aunt, Mrs, Eleanor 
Robinson, but Jefferson listened 
and she was unable to tell her pre- 
dicament. The tone of her voice 
alarmed Mrs, Robinson, who sped 
to the town with detectives. 

Melchen said the slaying climax- 
ed a checkered career for Jeffer- 
son, whom he described as an 
“adventurous egotist.” The offic- 
er said the prisoner’s real name 
was Herbert William Goddard, Jr., 
and that he had been known in 
various cities as Thomas Ashwell, 
Thomas Cochrane and by other 
aliases, 

As Ashwell, Melchen said, he 
was director of the WPA Federal 
Theatre project in Miami for three 
months in 1936, absconding with 
several rented costumes, President 
Roosevelt yesterday signed a bill 
appropriating $115 to reimburse 
the costumer, 

Police Chief E. T. Weatherly of 
Cincinnati said Jefferson was 
known as Ashwell in the Ohio 
city, where he served briefly in 
1985 as production manager of a 
radio station (WLW). 

As Thomas Cochrane he was 
wanted in Denver, Colo., for violat-

The following is a report of the 
uctivities of the Cotfee County 
Health Depawtment for the past 
seven months; 

Such communicable diseases as 
diphtheria, typhoid fever, Brill's 
fever, scarlet fever and many oth- 
ers come under the supervision of 
the Health Department, We have 
had 12 admissions and 14 consul- 
tations with physicians, The Health 
Officer made 265 visits in the in- 
terest of communicable diseases, 
We gave 456 smallpox vaccina- 
tions, S66 diphtheria immuniza- 
lions, $62 typhoid immunizations, 
seven Schick tests, 109 tuberculin 


tests and 378 hookwoirm treat. 
ments, 
The venereal disease clinics 


have been discontinued due to lack 
of funds, We have given 1,820 
treatments this year 847 Wasser- 
mans have been made, 

We have had one tuberculosis 
chest clinic with 82 attending. One 
hundred and forty-six nursing vis- 
its have been made to suspects, 
contacts and cases, 

We have two prenatal clinics 
each month, one in Enterprise and 
one in Elba, The private pnysi- 
cians hold these clinics and we 
usually have an average of five 
at each clinic, One hundred twen- 
ty-four maternity cases have been 
admitted to nursing service and 
254 nursing visits have been made 
to these cases for supervision, We 
havé 13 midwives registered for

Farmers in this county continue 
to lose heavily because of poor 
Binning of cotton due, in the main, 
lo; (1) Farmers carrying wet 
cotton to the gins, (2) IWxcess 
Speed in operating gins, and (8) In 
some cases improper ginning 
equipment, 

Improved practices in handling 
and ginning seed cotton will re- 
sult in improved quality in the 
ginned lint and relatively better 
prices to the colton farmers, It 
is the responsibility of the farmer 
to deliver cotton to the gin in the 
best possible condition, and it is 
incumbent on the ginner to gee 
that the quality of the lint is not 
lowered — by improper ginning 
methods, 

With prospects of a short crop 
of cotton in the county this year

Picking cotton as free from 
trash as possible, 
Do not carry wet or green 
cotton to the gin, 

Cotton which is moist due to 
greenness, exposure to rain or dew 
should be spread on sacks, tar- 
paulins or racks and exposed to 
the sun, BExpose the cotton to the 
sun in layers 4-8 inches in depth, 
Very green or very wet cotton 
should dry 15 to 20 hours, slight- 
ly green, damp or dew laden should 
dry seven to 15 hours, Morning: 
dew-damp pickings should by all 
means be sun-dried before pack- 
ing in wagons or cotton houses, 

The development of commercial 
cotton-ginning plants utilizing 
Somewhat costly machinery has 
emphasized the importance of 
Speed in ginning. As a result, the 
ginners have had a tendency to

Under existing unemployment 
conditions in Alabama there is 
small hope, if any, for the Work 
Projects Administration to provide 
additional jobs to take care of 
any persons, whether newly certi- 
fied by the Departments of Public 
Welfare or recertified after the 
c0-day lay-off prescribed by law, 
according to a statement made 
this week by Col, W, G. Henderson, 
Alabama administrator of the 
WPA, 

This statement came following 
information reaching the Alabama 
office of the Work Projects Admin- 
istration that county offices of the 
Department of Public Welfare 
were being flooded with applica- 
tions from persons seeking aid or 
jobs through the WPA, 

The Emergency Relief Appropri- 
etion Act of 1939 makes it man- 
datory that all persons who have 
held jobs on WPA projects con- 
tinuously for eighteen months 
MUST be removed from these 
jobs, There were 16,000 persons 
caught in this lay-off order in Ala- 
bama and this does NOT mean 
there are 16,000 jobs open on WPA. 

The appropriation for expendi- 
tures by WPA. set out by the new 
Act made it necessary for each 
State to cut off thousands of other 
WPA employees, In Alabama 
there will be 10,460 persons re- 
moved from WPA jobs in order 
for this state to come within the 
figures allowed for September 1. / 

Along with the statement from 
the Alabama administrator came 
the fact that already there are 
about 238,000 persons who have 
been certified and are waiting to 
take any vacancies that occur, 
The difference in the number of 
persons being removed due to 18 
months continuous WPA employ- 
ment and the number to be 
dropped to come within the quota 
given Alabama was 5,712 which 
means there were only that many 
job openings which were filled 
from the 23,000 persons already in 
the files of the WPA office await- 
ing orders to report to work; con- 
sequently the hope for others to 
Secure WPA employment at any 
time in the near future is very 
small, 

Unless Alabama is given a larg- 
er quota, Colonel Henderson said, 
all places on WPA projects in the 
state have been filled and there 
ére several thousands of persons 
already certified to take any va- 
cancies that occur,
